Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 16,17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bonutti 
(U.S. Pat. No. 5344458). 

Bonutti discloses a method of anchoring a prosthesis structure comprising an 
engagement element 154 with a flat engagement surface, an elongate fixture 175, 
forming a flat joint end bone surface (col. 4 lines 51-55), forming a bore through joint 
end (see position of 175 in fig. 9 and 11). This prosthesis comprises a rib element 166 
connecting the elongate fixture and the engagement element.
